Not 
since the last general election in No- 
vember has there bean such strenuous 
campaigning.

& Labor Assembly, let his four other 
opponents In the primary ejection, 
May 9, MB^neareat competitor being 
Colonel Leach, who trailed him by 
about 7,000 votes in winning the other 
nomination.
